“While grave. Hie situation in Serb­ 
ia is by no means critical.” 
The French 
and 
Serbian 
forces 
formed a junction at Krivolak, on tho 
Ralonika-Nish railway, 
and 
immedi­ 
ately attacked the Bulgarians on the 
Oradek-Volandovo front, iii southeast­ 
ern Serbia. 
The Bulgarian forces con­ 
sisted of three divisions (a division is 
12,000 men). 
The fight, although furious, imme­ 
diately developed 
the inferiority of 
the Bulgarians in contact with the ex­ 
perienced troops of the allies. 
Heavy 
losses are reported along the entire 
line.

Bulgarians wltlislrew 
up 
the Gradeskar valley, 
leaving

French in victorious possession of the 
railway from Salonika to Negotln. 
The French

amounting to thirty-one killed arid 252 
wounded. General Serrail, the French 
rommandcr in chief, characterized the 
Bulgarian reports of their advances 
as fantastic. 
Nowhere, he said, have
